6d. each 
on Edward M‘Callion, Drumley, and Patrick 
M‘Dermott, Drumley, who was found on the 
premises after closing time. 

Mr. Charles M‘Cormick, solicitor, Derry, 
who appeared for the three defendants, ad- 
mitted a technical offence on the part of 
M‘Dermott and M‘Callion, who, he said, re- 
mained after hours on the premises chatting 
to the barmaid, *‘ and,’’ he added, ‘‘ you saw 
Miss M‘Laughlin here” 

The Justice—Yes; I can readily understand 
that they could easily overlook the passing 
of the clock. (Laughter.) 

The question of when a licensed premises 
was open, said the Justice, was one on which 
volumes had been written. He had before 
him a decision given in 1878, in the case 
M‘Caul v. Wood,’ when the Superior Court 
decided that allowing persons admitted before 
closing time to remain in a licensed premises 
until after closing time did not constitute 
‘opening for the sale of intoxicating liquors ”’ 
within the meaning of the law. Therefore, he’ 
dismissed the case against the publican.

A 
piece Of old felt; Serge ‘or velveteen’ may be 
used as the outer covering. 

To prevent flannels shrinking they require 
veiebill washing. “The water: should: be a nice 
heat; not- too* hot,’ and the rinsing. water 
should “be. the same température, as the wash- 
ing-water. Never finse in cold water.” Care- 
ful: drying ‘of flannels,. too,’ is* necessary; if 
dried. in. front..of a very hot fire. they “will 
become hard.

ODERN lite full 
MI allow superfluous duties (so called) to 
occupy the greater part of the day. 
We want ‘‘ time off,’’ whether we be mistress 
or maid—or both! And so every task of the 
household has its time limit. We start the 
day’s work with a finger on the elock—halt 
an hour for this job, twenty minutes for that 
every minute saved adding to the sum total 
of spare time we can fit in. 

‘* Speeding up, if it be of a genuine nature, 
necessarily incorporates cutting out jobs. It 
never means neglecting them. . When a process 
no longer exists it cannot be neglected. Take 
brass cleaning as.an example. To keep brass 
spick and span has always taken time every 
day, whereas to leave it unattended has been 
considered a hallmark of poor housewifery. 
What can we do? Two things. 

Clean the brass thoroughly once, and then 
give it a coat of transparent lacquer, in 
some instances—paint the brass with “liquid 
china,” and thus: transform it into 
‘‘porcelain.’” The former method keeps the 
brass in good condition. for several weeks 
without attention, and the Jatter, of course, 
renders it ‘“shine proof ” for life. 

From brass to baking! These two have óne 
common connection at least—they take time. 
In the household where the cooking and the 
cleaning are in the charge of one person it 
needs a very carefully’ planttied scheme of

* The lighting of a house is one of the most 
important factors in, its comfort and. good 
"appearance; it is‘one of those ‘matters which - 
require special ‘attention.. ‘The height of “the 
room, the extent of ceiling affect, the lighting 
—each type of rooni, indeed, ~ requires 
differeyt, illuminataon.. .A That nite fov" 
instance, should: have a Small shaded light 
over the point of usage, i.e., near the toilet | 
table -and neax..the. bed. In a_diningroom 
a Shaded lamp, which throws its light down- 
ward on ‘to the. table, looks best. In a 
drawingroom illumination is, as a rwe,~more 
brilliant, and the actual lights themselves 
‘are more conspicuous, as their shades must 
match the colouring. In a study “ór ‘small 
sittingroom a reading lamp often 
sufficient. In a room which is used a great 
deal two kinds of lamps are necessary fer 
comfort; one for‘ tlamination—to sit by ; 
another for reading. 

Bleetric light 1s the cheapest type of Jight 
in Dublin—the unit is 5d. But unless. care- 
fully placed in a room, and shaded, .it.tends 
to,tire the eyes.. Liyerted bowl lamps counter- 
act this glare; with them the light is diffused. 
They are often' made of English or Italian 
alabaster, the latter being cheaper, and the 
hight shines through .the muffed surfaées’ with 
a gentle diffused radiance. These can: be had 
for thirty-fite ‘to’ forty shillings complete 
with chains, but they should not be put up 
without expert advice. 

They are easily broken, and, also, the. exact 
point from which they should hang. from 
the ceiling is not easy to determine. . This 
depends on the angle of radiation—one might 
attempt to hang them in four or five different 


is 


places without finding the exact spot from 


which the light is best radiated. 

In places such as Greystones, the unit of 
electric light, costs at least double that of 
Dublin, and. in such places hanging oil 
incandescent lamps, which burn a mantle 
will be found satisfavctoyy. The oil corn- 
sumption of these works out as cheap as 
electricity, in town. They burn 80 candle 
power at a farthing an hour, and cost 47s. 6d. 
Half-watt lamps for electricity have been 
recommended as economical. For a large room 
am 80 or 100°'candle-power bhlf-watt lamp 
burns only a halfpenny an hour, and for a 
small moderate-sized the 40 or 60 
candle-power watt lamp should be suflicient, 
burning half. Reading lamps that can be 
moved about on flexible are very 
ronvenient ;.they can. be had complete with 
shade and wooden frame for from-17s. 6d 
to 25s. Mlexible cord is used with many 
eleetrical contrivances, such kettles and 
irons, as: well as those electric lamps: which 
can be clamped hed, desk. 
table. etc 5d. a foot.

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DEEP FAT FRYING. 
average housewife frequently | « 
shallow frying as a quick method of 
cookery she knows little of the advantages 
of deep or French frying. The following | : 
hints will, therefore, prove helpful to anyone 
interested in ‘preparing attractive and appe- 
tising: fried dishes :— 


— 


Frying is cooking food in hot fat or oil 
of some kind. There are two different methods 
of frying: (a) Shallow frymg, carried out in 
an ordinary pan cotitaining sufficient fat to 
cover the bottom of the pan and to prevent 
the food~ stiekirig.. Certain - foods, such as 
rashers of bacon, sausages,. etce., contain sufh- 
cient fat, and do not require’ the addition of 
dripping, lard, or. butter. (b) Deep or: French 
frying. This as dene im a strong stewpan, 
saucepan, or special deep frying pan. Sufh- 
cient fat. must. be used to cover the food 
being cooked. Fillets of fish, :rissoles, ‘fritters, 
croquettes are some of the dishes whieli. are 
cooked mote evenly and: more easily an deep 
fat. 

Deep frying need not prove more. éxpen- 
sive than shallow frying. Providedsthe fat is 
not burned, it can be used over and, over 
again. 

The fat must reach a definite temperature 
before the food is immersed in it. If this 
decree of heat is not reached the.food becomes 
sodden and is unattractive in appearance; if 
the fat is too hot the outside of the food is 
burnt before the centre is. cooked. 

An experienced cook judges the temperature 
by the denseness of the blue smoke. which 
rises from heated fat. Cooked food- which 
only requires “reheating, such. as rissoles of 
cold meat, may be, put into hotter fat than 
fritters, which require cooking throughout. 

Too much food must not be put into the 
fat at one tithe, for It ‘lowers’ the’ temper4- 
ture and prevents successful frying» . 

The-fat must be reheated after’ each batch 
of frying is compfeted. : 

The use of a frying basket simplifies. deep 
frying considerably. Fritters and food coated 
with batter are not cooked‘ in’ a: basket, -but 
are dropped straight. into the fat: : : 

The fat should be stratned after use, to 
remove small pieces-of batter, breaderambs, 
etc., which may have.-fallen.from the food, 

It is quite possible to fry such things as 
onions and pineapple fritters in the same fat 
without the flavour of one affecting the other, 
irovided the correct temperature 1s’ reached. 
Tie intense heat of the’ fat-seals the -outside 
of the food immediately it is plunged in, and 
so no flavour. escapes. '

DUBLIN, 
ARCHBISHOP’S TRIBUTE. 


Preaching in S8t. Patrick's Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday, the Archbishop of Dublin 
(Dr. Gregg) referred to the death of Field. 
Marshal Karl Haig. 

It woul’ not be proper for one, he said, 
to omit a reference to the great soldier whose 
death all the allied countries mourn this 
week. We whose prayers during the war 
rose to God from this Cathedral may well 
thank God in this place for raising up Ear! 
Haig in our defence. What the mental and 
moral strain of the burden he carried to its 
triumphant issue was, none of us can know 
or po“ I cannot but believe that he 
was upheld in no si.all measure in answer 
to the Empire’s prayers. 

General Haig was a simple Christian 
believer; a man whose religion was so real 
that in the times of severest strain he turned 
to it for the strength and calmness it had 
to give him. And thus it was not merely 
his professional attainments (based, as they 
were, on long experience and _ profound 
study) that led him to victory: those pos- 
sessions found their setting in those moral 
qualities of patience, resoluteness, freedom 
from self-seeking, and balanced judgment. 
which enabled him, even in the blackest 
hours, to be completely master of himself. 

And he was not only a soldier: he was 
a father to his comrades in arms. Imme- 
diately on the arrival of peace, instead of 
embracing the leisure that he had earned, 
he turned to the self-imposed task of watch- 
ing over the interests of the men who had 
fought his battles. Never did ex-soldiers 
find in their General such a friend. With 
unfailing attention he paid back to his ex- 
Service men all the loyalty that he had 
claimed from them on the field oí battle. 
We thank God for this great soldier, in 
whom peace has its victory almost as notable 
as that of war. 

MEMORIAL SERVICE AT BRAY. 

A Memorial Service in commemoration of 
Earl Haig was held last night at the Presby 
terian Church, Bray. 

The Rev. Dr. E. J. McKee, pastor, 
preached the sermon. Speaking from a pulpit 
draped with the Union Jack, in the presence 
of a large congregation, and taking his text 
from Corinthians I., Dr. McKee said that 
the trumpet call came suddenly to their 
warrior at midnight, and they knew that 


The event was uppermost in the hearts cf 
the multitude. They were really face to face 
with a national sorrow. Earl Haig’s name 
would ever be written deeply in the pages of 
the Empire’s history, and he believed that 
the full public record of his strenuous work 
and service would add increased lustre to 
their country’s past in the Great War. It 
would reveal the tremendous burden that he 
carried, and the heroic, splendid heart he 
maintained throughout the long years of his 
command. That congregation was part of a 
great company of sorrowing men and women 
throughout a mighty, farflung Empire, 
standing with bowed heads in an attitude ol 
reverence and thanksgiving for the quiet. 
strong, simple-hearted man who never 
faltered, nor gave up hope, until victory was, 
indeed, theirs. 

The nation would seek to perpetuate Earl 
Haig’s memory in some fitting memorial, but 
at, present they were united in grateful re- 
membrance that, in their time of need, such 
a man—God-fearing, true, staunch, and a 
son of their mother Church, of which he was 
an ordained elder—had risen to lead their 
Army and watch over the destinies and needs 
of their men. There were qualities in 
Douglas Haig, as a man, a soldier, and a 
Christian, which rendered the sound of the 
trumpet for his passing truly one of victory 
and of peace, of conquest, and of certainty. 

STABILITY OF CHARACTER. 

Proceeding, the rev. preacher referred to 
Earl Haig’s stability of character, his silence 
—a strong man, a eilent | 
sympathy—he never forgot his men. 
sympathy had that spint which was so near 
to Christ's own heart that it brought back 
Kipling’s words fresh to their minds: 

The tumult and the shouting dies, 
The captains and the kings depart ; 
Still stands thine ancient sacrifice, 
A humble and a contrite heart. 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget. 

They desired, said Dr. McKee, to express 
sympathy with Lady Haig. Their hearts went 
out to that stricken, brave woman and het 
family. They knew his sudden loss, but hoped 
she and her family might be comforted with 
the honourable thought that they belongéd 
to one who had done so much for his King 
and the Empire. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the congre- 
gation rose for the Act of Commemoration, 
and an ex-Service bugler sounded the “ Last 
Post ” and the Pévedle.

The special meeting was called by the 
Clerk, on the instructions of the Chairman, 
following the receipt of the following letter 
from the Free State Department of Local 
Government and Public Health :'— 

THE GRANT. 

“ With reference to previous correspond- 
ence in regard to the proposed water supply 
for Balbriggan and Skerries, I am directed 
by the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to state, for the information of 
the Balrothery Rural District Council, that 
he has approved of the adoption of the joint 
scheme of water supply as proposed, and 
arrangements may now be made by the Coun- 
cil for the carrying out of the work. In view 
of the representations mad as to the con- 
ditions of unemployment in the district, the 


Minister has obtained the concurrence of the 


Department of Finance to the making of a 
contribution, not exceeding £3,000, towards 
the cost of the scheme, provided that 
the Council make arrangements for the 
completion of the works to the satisfaction of 
this department. The grant will be available 
only during the period ending 3lst March, 
1928, and it is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance that steps should be taken forth- 
with in conjunction with the Council's 
engineer to invite competitive tenders. To 
qualify for the grant an expenditure of over 
£5,000 must be shown to have been expended 
hefore the 3lst March next, and in order that 
this may be possible the work should be in 
progress by the lst March at the latest. The 
men employed on the work must be engaged 
through the nearest employment exchange.”’ 
THE AREA OF CHARGE. 

Those voting against the adoption of the 
scheme were three representatives of the 
rural areas that under the terms of the resolu- 
tion came within the area of charge, and the 
Chairman, who said that thv should think 
twice before imposing a further burden of 
ls. 6d. in the £ on the ratepayers in the rural 
districts for the benefit of the people of the 
towns of Balbriggan and Skerries. He 
pointed out that the Local Government In- 
quiry into the scheme (held in November, 
1925), was held on the basis of the area of 
charge for the scheme (which is estimated to 
cost £50,000) by the urban districts of Bal- 
briggan and Skerries. 

Mr. Thomas Karly, solicitor, legal advisor 
to the Council, who was present, pointed out 
that the urban districts would not carry the 
scheme, as their borrowing powers would not 
be sufficient. The borrowing powers of urban 
areas combined only amounted (allowing for 
the amount with which they were already 
exhausted by other loans) to some £12,000 
odd, and this scheme was going to cost 
£350,000. 

After further discussion on the question 
of area of charge, Mr. H. M. Dardis (Skerries) 
proposed that the Conncil proceed with the 
scheme subject to the dispensary districts 
being fixed as an area of charge. and this 
was carried, as stated above.

What reply did Mr, O'Connor bring you 
back? He said he was afraid a reconcilia- 
tion between us was out of the question; 
that Dr. McKeogh refused to meet me and 
make it up, and that any future dealings 
he would have with me would have to be in 
private, where there would be no witnesses ; 
that he had lost a lot of money, and that | 
was the cause of it all. Dr. O'Connor 
further said that Dr. McKeogh gave him 
the impression it was money he wanted and 
not a reconciliation. 

What did Dr. U’Connor say about other 
charges?—They had reference to dealings 
with my wife.

Did you drink this little glass of whiskey, 
oc whatever it was, in sulemn silence’?—We 
chatted, but I don’t know what about. 

Were you both agreed that all matters in 
dispute between you were ended ?—He might 
have been, but I was not. 

Wid you lead him to think that you were’— 
I did. 

Did you shake hands with Dr McKeogh 
betore you left’—I believe so. 

You knowing that the Guards were out 
side, on your sworn information, waiting to 
come in and arrest him?

In the course of a second visit to the New 
Irish Salon, at the Mills’s Hall, Dublin, one 
found much of interest in the pictures on 
exhibition. In a collection of close on 300 
works it was difficult to deal with all that 
one would have liked to mention..On a more 
leisurely view there were many pieces which 
earned closer attention. At the far end of 
the hall there are a number of fine water 
colours, noticeable among which are two by 
Mr. John E. Aitkin, ‘‘ Dordrecht”’ (47) and 
‘‘A Waterway in Amsterdam ” (44). On the 
same wall Celia R. Culverwell has an in- 
teresting couple of little studies, full of the 
soft warmth of the South. The Venetian 
scene (/5) is fascinating in its mysterious 
touch. “In Wild Donegal” (191) has the 
disctinctive style of Bingham McGuinness, 
who has given a fine impression of the 
grandeur of the Donegal mountain country 
in this little study. Nearby are some charm- 
ing water colours by Theo J. Gracey, “ The 
Breaght Headlands’’ (257) is an excellent 
bit of work, in which the sealights are well 
treated. 

A country lane at ‘‘Faugher”’ (260) wins 
one with its sweet simplicity. ‘‘ The Cellar’’ 
Porter, a promising

marshes; vessels symbolising the holy 
pilgrimage to the seat of Osiris at Abydos, 
and craft to render the dead independent 
of the favours of the celestial ferrymen to 
reach the fields of the blessed. By mysti- 
cal potency inherent in these models the 
kingly messenger was rendered indepen- 
dent. 

A large quantity of funerary (shawabti) 
figures of very fine workmanship was 
found, the function of-which was to act as 
substitutes for the deceased in the case of 
corvées for Osiris, who, as King of the 
Dead, would continue to till and irrigate 
the land, plant cornfields, and deal with 
his subjects in the hereafter, as when he 
was their great chief and agricultural 
teacher on earth. 


A PECULIAR CONCEPTION. 

Mr. Howard Carter then refers to the 
magnificent canopy, the chest - and _ re- 
ceptacles for the viscera of the King. To 
make the meaning of this beautiful monu- 
ment clear he says that it should be 
mentioned that in the ancient Egyptian 
process of mummifying a body the viscera 
were separately preserved in four so-called 
canopic jars, associated with the four genil 
who were under the special protection of 
the four tutelary goddesses: Isis, 
Nephehys, Neith, and Selket; and as the 
four genii, according to ancient myth, 
succoured Osiris in his misfortunes and 
saved him from hunger and thirst, it be- 
came their office to do the same for the 
dead. 

ITence, from the ancient myth, from the 
logical procedure of mummification, came 
a peculiar conception. The viscera were 
removed from the body and placed in 
charge of the spirits, protected by the four 
tutelary goddesses. “In the practicable 
sequence of the déeblarement of the third 
chamber, our last task,’’. Mr. Carter goes 
on, to say, “was to dismantle and in- 
vestigate this beautiful monument, for 
owing to its size and the requiremen!s for 
such an undertaking. damage might have 
occurred to the numerous delicate objects 
surrounding it, nad they not been first re- 
moved. | 


THE CANOPIC CHEST. 


“The impressive canopy, supported by 
four posts, upon a sledge, four life-like 
statuettes of the tutelary goddesses, each 
guarding her charge with outstretched 
arms, the whole construction, gilded and 
surmounted by rows of brilhantly inlaid 
cobras, concealed: a sumptuous canoptc 
chest of semi-translucent alabaster. This 
chest, with a dado of gold, resting upon 
a sledge with silver handles and covered 
with a linen pall, held the four receptacles 
for the viscera of the boy King. 

“When the lid of the chest was raise: 
there were disclosed four human-headed 
covers, finely sculptured in alabaster, in 
the likeness of Tut-ankh-amen. They 
covered the openings. of the receptacles, 
which in turn each contained an exquisite 
miniature inlaid gold coffin. These minia- 
ture coffins, in whicsh thé viscera were 
preserved, wrapped in mummiform, are 
the culmination of the goldsmiths’ and 
jewellers’ art. They are perfect replicas 
of the great gold coftin enclosing the King, 
but even more elahorately inlaid in a 
feather design. Each bears the formula 
of the guardian goddess and the genie 
to» which it belongs, with texts encraved 
in the interior pertaining to their protec- 
tion.” 


FAMILY HEIRLOOMS. 


Mr. Howard Carter then speaks of the 
discovery of the family heirlooms, stating 
that in a nest of four mimature coffins, 
fashioned like those of a noble. was a 
gold statuette of Amenhotep the Third 
and a lock of hair of Queen Tyi. ‘These 
most interesting relics are evidence of de- 
votion. Doubtless, the pieces of pottery 
had been in the family chattels, descend- 
ing by due succession, or, who knows, 
perhaps they were gifts to the boy King 
from his grandmother. At any rate, 
Tut-ankh-amen was the ultimate heir, the 
last of the ruling house of Amenhotep. 
They were his, and they were buried in 
the tomb with him. 


THE FOURTH CHAMBER. 


Proceeding to deal with the fourth 
chamber, Mr. Howard Carter says that it 
was not until the end of November that 
he was able to begin the déblaiement of 
this last chamber. Two days of strenuous 
work were spent in clearing the way to 
the entrance. “In contrast, he declares, 
“with the comparative order and homo- 
geneous harmony of the contents of the 
third chamber, we found the fourth room 
a jumble of every kind of funeral chattel, 
tumbled one upon the other in a fashion 
simply defying description. There were 
couches, chairs, toot stools, hassocks, 
gaming boards, boats, baskets of fruits, 
alabaster vases, remarkable for their 
diversified shapes and sizes, wine jars, 
missiles and other weapons, toys and boxes 
of all descriptions, their contents spilled 
everywhere. Everything was in confusion. 

‘* Doubtless, this disorder was the result 
of the work of destruction of dynastic 
plunderers, but in the other chambers 
there had been some attempt: by the 
Necropolis officials to tidy up the mess. 
Here it was just as they left it, ‘ about 
as systematic as an earthquake,’”’ Mr. 
Carter says. 

“ The fourth chamber appears to have 
been intended for the storing of oils, wine 
and foodstuffs for the deceased King, but 
an overflow of every kind of chattel and 
funeral paraphernalia was put in as well. 
It is evident that, when 
thieves turned their attention to this room,

us so steadfastly in our troubles, and who 
now rejoice in our liberty. 

“The kindness and generosity of your 
people have overwhelmed us. We came to 
pay a debt of gratitude; we leave with 
new obligations piled upon us. 

“The honour which your President, 
Mayors, Congress and your people have 
done my country through this mission will 
be appreciated throughout the length and 
breadth of Ireland. It will encourage our 
people in their effort to prove themselves 
worthy of the friendship and good-will 
which you have so generously extended to 
them. 


ENCOURAGEMENT. 

“We say farewell to America with full 
hearts. No words of mine can adequately 
express my appreciation of the many kind- 
nesses we have received. This visit will 
live in our memories as long as we live. 
It has encouraged us for the tasks that lie 
before us. 

“We leave vou with an earnest prayer 
that God may ever watch the destinies of 
the American nation, and that she may 
continue her mareh of progress and 
prosperity. What we have seen during 
our short stay has been sufficient to enable 
us to appreciate the mission which she 
can fulfil among nations, and to show us 
that the independence of spirit and the 
love of liberty which animate her people 
will ensure its fulfilment.”’

FIFTEEN TRUCKS 
DERAILED. 


There were narrow escapes at Stafford 
yesterday when a main line goods train, 
conveying meat from London to Liver- 
pool, collided with another goods train, 
which was being shunted from a siding, 
just outside the London, Midland and 
Scottish Station. The meat train struck 
the other broadside on, and fifteen trucks 
were derailed. Those at the point of 
impact were smashed, and the wreckage 
was piled on to the engine of the meat 
train. 

The driver and fireman, however, were 
uninjured. The brakesman of the Liver- 
pool-bound train was thrown down 
violently in his van, and had to be treated 
at the Stafford Infirmary for shock, but 
was not detained.

MADRAS, Sunday. 

The Simon Commission Boycott Propa- 
ganda Committee here has unanimously 
decided to call a complete and peaceful 
hartal (mourning) on the day of: the 
Commission’s arrival in Madras. 

According to the Committee no meetings 
and no processions will be held, so as to 
avoid any possible disturbances. 

It is officially learned that only one 
person has died as the resuli of yesterday’s 
firing on demonstrators here. An inquest 
has been held on the man, and the jury, 
composed of Hindus, Moslems and 
Eurasians, gave a verdict that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage from gun- 
shot wounds, caused by the police in dis- 
charge of their duty on an unruly, riotous 
mob. 3 

The Committee of the European 
Association has considered the situation 
created by the hartal disturbances and the 
question of recompense for. those whose 
properties were damaged, and has decided 
to convene a general meeting of the body 
for the 8th inst. 


A REFERENCE TO IRELAND. 


From “ Tue Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Sunday. 

Deep in the foundations of the agitation 
lies the communal! problem, as crystallised 
in the movements for and against conimon 
electorates in the next stage of the 
reforms to take the place of the communal 
electorates now existing. The Moslems 
welcome the Commission in the expecta- 
tion that it will maintain and enhance 
the safeguards which the communal elec- 
torates already provide for them as a 
minority community. The Hindus crave 
the abolition of the communal electorates, 
but do not think that any British Com- 
mission will abolish them. Hence they 
would prefer anybody but an impartial 
British Commission to formulate the next 
constitutional reform proposals. 

Friday's demonstrations against the 
Commission were a comparative failure 
throughout the country,’ and in the 
Punjab there was an ignominious collapse. 
Great efforts had been made to produce a 
general hartal (day of mourning and 
eessation of work) in Lahore on Friday, 
but those who attempted to make a 
demonstration in that city were driven out 
by the populace with sticks. 

A Delhi Hindu Nationalist newspaper 
to-day (Sunday), speaking of the boycott 
and the Viceroy’s address to the Legisla- 
ture, says:—‘‘England did not give 
liberty to the United States, Ireland or 
Egypt in response to humble supplica- 
tions, but in responsé to more. effective 
and less gentle means. As for the threat 
that the Commission will proceed with its 
inquiry in spite of the boycott, the Milner 
Commission ignored a similar boycott in 
Egypt, and the British Government intro- 
duced two Home Rule Bills in spite of the 
wishes of the Irish people. What the fate 
was of the Milner Commission s report and 
the two Home Rule Bills Lord Irwin 
knows as well as every schoolboy.”’

STATEMENT TO BE ISSUED

NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

Sir John Simon and his colleagues on 
the Statutory Commission were received 
on their arrival here by Mr. G. Cunning- 
ham, private secretary to the Viceroy, 
on behalf of His Excellency, and by Mr.

HEYSHAM PORT REOPENED. 

The Department of A-triculture’ in 
Dublin are officially informed that the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
London, have issued an Order entitled the 
Foot and Mouth Disease (Infected Areas) 
Order of 1928 (No. 20), an effect of which 
is that the small infected area in 
Lancashire at present embracing the 
boroughs of Lancaster aie Morecambe, 
and including the imported animals’ Jand- 
ing place at Hevsham, will, as from the 
7th instant, be freed from all foot-and- 
mouth ‘disease restrictions. 

The Glamoryanshire infected area has 
been contracted, and the Cardiff landing 
place fov animals is placed outside the 
area of restrictions from the 4th instant. 


AN IMPORTANT LANDING PLACE. 


The news that Heysham wil! be free to 
receive cattle, sheep and other live stock 
from this country from to-day will be 
welcomed by shippers. For a period of 
five weeks, up to Saturday last, this 1m- 
portant landing place for Irish live stock 
was a restricted area for live stock. 

The resumption of live stock trading 
between Ireland and Heysham will be a 
creat advantage to cattle traders in this 
country whose business, connections afe 
with the Midlands of England.

OTHER MEETINGS. 

A second meeting took place in March, 
1923, hetween the same six persons, and 
on this occasion the Anglicans came with 
the ‘‘friendly cognisance” of the two 
English Archbishops, and the Roman 
Catholics with the knowledge of the Holy 
See. 

On the occasion of the third and fourth 
meetings in November, 1923, and May, 
1925, when we are told that the question 
of Papua] authority as a doctrine of the 
Roman Catholic Church was to be 
examined, Bishop Gore and Dr. Kidd (by 
the express wish of the Arehbishop of 
Canterbury) were associated with the six 
already engaged, together mith tw 
additional Roman Catholics, making ten 
in all. 

It is important at this stage to remem- 
ber two things. First, thar the parties 
on both sides were not representatives, or 
negotiators. or ambassadors: they were 
private individuals representing (in any 
responsible or official sense) nobody but 
themselves, anc committing nobody by 
their utterances. ‘‘ There have been no 
‘negotiations’ whatever,’ said the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to the Bishops inh 
the Upper House of Convocation in 1924: 
‘we are not at present in sight of any- 
thine of the kind.” At the same time, 
it is impossible to imagine that the 
authorities either at Rome or at Canter- 
bury would have consented to take any 
knowledge at all of conversations between 
entirely ill-equioped debaters, 


THE LAMBETH CONFERENCES. 

And second. that conversations with 
Roman Catholics are not out of harmeny 
with the aspirations after reunion put on 
record by the Lambeth Conferences of 
Anglican bishops held im 1908 and 1920. 
Let me quote from the report of the sul 
(a) or “ Relation to and Re- 
rpiscopal CLurehes,’’ pre- 
sented to the tull Lambeth Conference of 
1920 “ We cannot do better than make 
our own the words of the report of 1908, 
which-reminds us of ‘the fact that there 
can be no fulfilment of the Divine purpose 
in any scheme of reunion which does not 
ultimate’y include the great Latin Church 
of the West. with which our history has 
heen so closely associated in the -past, and 
to which we are still bound by many ties 
of conismon fadh and tradition. But 
any advance in this direction is at present 
barred by difficulties which we have not 
created, and which we cannot 
of ourselves remove.’ ”’ 

We have in that quotation enough to 
us that, in the mere desire to over- 
come the duiinculties separating the 
English from tne Roman Church there ts 
no antecedent disloyalty- to the English 
Church. It was recognised at Lambeth 
that reunion has two sides to it, and that 
if it 1s mivht that we should seek recon- 
ciliation with the Proiestant Churches, 
it is equally right to seek for reconcilia- 
tion with the. Churches which have not 
accepted the Reformation. The English 
Church stands midway between the two, 
and claims to be a reformed branch of 
the Catholic Church, belonging wholly to 
the Churches of neither wing. 


RECENT EXPERIENCE. 

It is possible to speak scornfully of the 
futility of endeavouring to discuss terms 
with Rome which embody anything less 
than complete surrender. But it must be 
understood that neither was England ad- 
dressing Rome, nor was Rome listening to 
England. Something very different was 
taking place: Englishmen were speaking 
to Roman Catholics, Roman Catholics 
were conversing with Anglicans. There is, 
antecedently. no objection to free and 
frank discussion between individuals living 
under these diffeeent and apparently 
antagonistic systems; if any kind of 
approximation is ever to take place it 
must be by mutual explanations on the 
part of those who are faithful and well- 
equipped upholders of the respective 
systems. 

But recent experience has shown, and 
the latest Papal Encyclical seems to con-

THE UNSOLVED PROBLEM. 
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“I have studied agriculture in many 
countries, and give my. testimony that the 
farmers and peasantry in this country are 
second to none.” 

Lord Parmoor made this claim at Tonbridge 
last Saturday afternoon, in an address on 
" Labour's Agricultural Policy.'’ 

“They do require,” he said, ‘further 
education, an improved social, outlook, the 
advantages of an improved land tenure, and a 
large extension of co-operative methods in 
every direction. 

‘The conditions of agriculture, especially 
in this country, show the urgent need of a 
constructive agricultural policy. 
has passed when any useful purpose can be 
found in wild regrets for some mere form of 


protection. An essential basis of any effective 


constructive policy for agriculture is a drastic 
change jn land tenure. The present system 
under existing conditions leads to wgste and 
inefficiency. 

“The policy of the Labour Party is similar 
to that supported by Mr. Orwin, of the Agri- 
cultural Research Department in Oxford. Mr. 
Orwin dissociates himself from any political 
bias, but no one suspects him of sympathy 
with Labour policy. His view and the view 
of the Labour Party are that agricultural 
land generally should be taken over and ad- 
ministered in the public interests, under the 
form of State purchase, or purchase by local 
authorities. e summarises the gains and 
losses, and shows how greatly the gains out- 
balance the losses. The real difficulty, how- 
ever, arises not from a recognition of the 

ains, but in certain objections which have 
een raised. 
FAIR COMPENSATION. 

‘In the first place, the bogey of confisca- 
tion is repeated, although it has been made 
quite clear that the Labour Party are in 
favour of fair compensation for any dis- 
turbance of ownership or tenancy. In addi- 
tion, the basis of compensation suggested by 
Mr. Orwin is the same as is to be found in 
the policy of the Labour Party, and denotes 
a fair market value. Mr. Snowden has 
pointed out that this policy can be carried 
through, not only without any detriment to 
national credit or national finance, but should 
yesult in a clear gain after a period of years. 

In the second place, public administration 
would bring about economy in the manage- 
ment of land, and tend to diminish the 
bureaucratic interference, which grows as the 
relationship between owner and tenant be- 
comes more complicated. It is further sug- 
gested that State purchase of land would lead 
to constant interference in the farmers’ 
management of industry. I believe that the 
complete opposite would be the case. 

“ Next to tenure, comes the question of 
co-operation. It is mainly through the action 
of social and economic co-operation that the 
industry of agriculture and agricultural 
farmers and workers can take its equal place 
in the general field of commerce and industry. 

DANISH LESSON. 

“The history of the co-operative move- 
ment in Denmark should be studied. The 
Danish farmer and peasant have acquired a 
new social and economic position by what has 
been justly called far-reaching co-operative 
organisation, which has enabled them not cnly 
to meet fluctuations in the business of o¢r- 
culture, but has given them a social and 
wholly distinct from that 
which they occupied a century ago. 

“I do not beheve that the marketing diffi- 
culty in England can be settled without a 
large infusion of co-operative methods. These 
may require a measure of State aid and 
State teaching. 

“There are manv other directions in which 
a reform policy is needed, The imposition of 
rates at the present time affects agriculture 
adversely. 

“We are too much inclined to consider 
wages as solely to be considered in the cost 
of production, whereas equal importance 
should be attached to a high standard of 
Wages as improving the purchasing power 
and increasing the market demand for produce 
of all kinds,”

NEW FLYING BOAT FOR 
EMPIRE ROUTE.

SUPER-CRAFT’S TRIALS THIS 
WEEK. 


The largest passenger fiving boat ever built 
in England, the Short-Jupiter. will be 
launched and will make its fiving trials at 
Rochester, Kent, this week. 

The uew machine, which is an all-metal 
flying boat driven by three Bristol Jupiter 
engines totalling 1,500 horse-power, has been 
developed from the Short Rolls-Royce flying 
boat, on which Sir Alan Cobham is now 
making a 20,000-mile tour round Africa. 

Accommodation is provided in the hull of 
the Short-Jupiter for fifteen passengers and 
two pilots. It is intended for use by Imperial 
Airways on long overseas flights on Empire 
air routes.. It contains a kitchen equipped 
with a cooking stove and an ice chest, fram 
which food and drinks will be served to the 
passengers in the air.

SIR PHILIPGIBBSON THE 
NEW MENTALITY, 


“TIT believe that there is no hope. either 
for a nation or for civilisation itself if we 
deny God and the spirit of Christianity. 
, That is where you Irish people have a chance 
to give a lead to the world, because you do 
Believe in God’ in Ireland.” 

This statement was ‘made by Sir Philip 
Gibbs, the well-known novelist and journalist, 
in an address at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
yesterday, under the. auspices of the Society 
of St. Vincent de. Paul, in aid of St. 
Anthony's Boys’ Club and Night School, 

“ Naturally,” addéd Sir Philip, ' you are 
perhaps the most spiritually-minded people 
in Europe to-day. You do stand fast to the 
old faith. Wherever there is an Irish family 
one knows there is belief also in the fidelity 
of marriage. Wherever I meet an Irishnian 
or woman | know-I shall find charity in his 
or her héart. Therefore, I do think that in 
the League of Nations, in Europe, in the 
United States, and in the world: the Irish 
people have a great destiny ahead of them,”’ 

THE POST-WAR REVIVAL. 

The subject of Sir Philip’s address was 
“The World after the War;’’ and he stated 
that his only claim to speak on this subject 
was that after four and a half years of war 
he wandered about Europe, Asia, Egypt, the 
United States and many other nations of the 
world with his eyes and ears open, and with 
bis heart open also, hethought, in sympathy 
with the spirit of all the peoples who were 
trying to reshape their lives: and their souls 
after the agony of that great upheaval 

Looking back on those ten years of history, 
he continued, I feel that even now we do 
not realise how close civilisation was to a 
great catastrophe—how nearly we all slipped 
into a great abyss of anarchy and of desola- 
tion and of despair. Something those years 
of the war had broken in the heart of the 
world, something had snapped in its spirit ; 
the old foundations of faith itself were under- 
mined, In many of the countries in which 
I travelled year after year there seemed to 
come out of dark places a spirit of anarchy 
and evil which challenged not only our 
civilisation, but our Christian faith, and all 
the varied structure of our civilised life. 

But that challenge was met and defeated. 
In my opinion, good has triumphed over 
evil; life has been triumphant over death. 
The spirit of the men and women in these 
countries of Europe and of the world, and 
especially of the simple men and women, the 
common men and women of the earth, has 
risen in the most marvellous and magnificent 
way over all the ruin which was caused by 
ae NN and passions of human nature 
itsell. . 
THE SUFFERINGS OF AUSTRIA. 
One country to which I went soon after 
the war, anu in which it seemed, perhaps, 
more impossible that any recovery could 
take place, because it was the body and life 
of the people that had been hurt, was 
Austria. I remember going into the city of 
Vienna, the capital of one of the greatest 
empires of the world, and which also had 
been the city of laughter and gaiety. I re- 
member the chill that fell upon my spirit 
when I went into Vienna for the first time 
after the war. The streets were unlighted; 
through its darkness, creeping past I saw 
haggard faces of men and women. I went 
into the hotels and clinics and homes of 
Vienna, 

Sixty-four per cent. of the children of that 
city were suffering from rickets, that disease 
of starvation and under-nourishment. I saw 
hundreds and thousands of children of two 
and three and four years of age who had 
been so under-nourished that they had no 
bones in their bodies—merely gristie not 
formed into bone. It seemed impossible that 
these little children, the innocent victims 
of war, should ever grow up into healthy 
boys and girls with a promise of life. But 
even that has happened, and when I went 
to Vienna again not long ago I heard the 
sound of laughter again, and heard the old 
music of Vienna again, and the children 
who passed along the streets seemed to be 
happy and healthy. 

The mercy of God must have had some- 
thing to do with it, because it was a miracle, 
But a worldly institution had something to 
do with it, too. The recovery of Austria was 
due to a great extent to an institution which 
has been ridiculed and sneered at and under- 
rated—the League o! Nations. The League 
took this country in hand, advanced it a 
loan of money, controlled its finances, and 
to some extent lifted it out of the pit rí 
ruin into which it had fallen. Tribute is 
due not only to the League of Nations, but 
to the essential charity which does still live 
in the hearts of men and women. 

GERMANY’'S RECOVERY. 

I saw the sufferings in Germany after the 
war; they were not so great and intense as 
in Austria. In the Rhineland, when our 
Army of Occupation went there, it was 
pathetic to meet our ex-enemies, who showed 
us photographs of themselves in their former 
state. They took pride in the enormous 
girth that had been theirs before the war. 
They pitied me because they thought my 
lean figure was due also to starvation! 

The Germans did not suffer so much 
physically as some of their allies, like the 
Austrians; but they were stupefied in thew 
souls and minds by this defeat that had 
fallen upon them. Their gods had toppled 
down, and for a long time they could not 
believe that that great war machine of theirs 
which had seemed invincible had been 
smashed and broken. But I saw the destruc- 
tion of that terrific machine which had 
fought against almost all the world. 

But 1 saw also in Germany something 
which I think was an object lesson to other 
countries of the world, and especially to my 
own, and that was that after the first stupe- 
faction had disappeared they got back to 
work, and they worked with a desperate in- 
dustry. They decided that though they might 
have lost the war on the field of battle they 
would win the war by labour and organisa- 
tion, by their science and industry. 

I think the psychology of Germany after 
the war was profoundly interesting, and in 
that great country something happened which 
changed the whole mentality of that people. 
It was youth which made the change. . The 
younger generation‘ of Germany formed itself 
into a great body, hundreds and thousands of 
young men and women wandered about the 
country wearing very few clothes—what that, 
had to do with it I am not. quite sure—calling 
themselves Wandervogel. They went into 
the villages and towns singing the old folk 
songs. and telling the old legends with the 
idea of getting back to nature. They had 
revolted against the spirit of militarism that 
had animated the German people in tha 
earlier davs of its history. 

There was something rather fantastic and 
romantic and over-poetical about their ideas, 
but they did have a tremendous effect on the 
German spirit. I think the peace of the 
world to some extent depends on the return 
to idealism and revolution against militarism 
in the younger. generation. 


EUROPE'S NEW MENTALITY. 

Wandering in these countries, I saw that 
something was wrong with the mind of the 
world, something wrong in the minds of 
these new nations which have ben created 
by the peace. Nations like Czecho-Slovakia, 
Jugo-Slavia, and those Balkan States which 
had been serfs to Russia, Lithuania, 
Esthonia and Latvia. They were suspicious 
of each other, building frontiers against each 
other. To some extent, the revolution of 
mentality in Europe is dangerous to the future 
of the world. In some countries peace was 
uncertain. In Hungary and Poland for years 
after the war peace seemed to hang by 'a 
thread. In Turkey Mustapha Kemel raised 
the banner of Islam, defying the nations of 
Europe who had tried to enforce peace upon 
the Turkish people, 

The lecturer described a visit which he paid 
to Russia after the revolution. Describing the 
great famine along the Volga, he said :—It 
was the most frightful thing I have ever 
seen—far worse than war. I went down the 
Volga and into Russian villages, where the 

t people had come to the end of their 
bod: info cottages, where the gs were 
just, lying down waiting for death ; into one 
mortuary,. where. men. women and 
children were lying like leaves in autumn. In 
one place there thousands of abandoned 
children were taken up by people who were 


to keep th alive. 
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THE POSTPONED CONFERENCE,

Sir,—I must again refuse to discuss Dean 
Inge’s views on Bishop Gore and the deduc- 
tions drawn from them by Mr. Hammond.

SOUTHERN IRISH LOYALISTS, 


INDICTMENT OF BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—We desire to draw the attention of 
the public to the treatment by His Majesty's 
Government of those Southern Irish loyalists 
who suffered injuries to person or property 
in the period immediately following the 
Truce—i.e., between July, 1921, and May, 
1923, as, in our opinion, it constitutes not 
merely a cruel injustice, but a direct. breach 
of faith. 

According to the terms of the Agreement 
drawn up in January, 1922, between the 
British and Irish Free State Governments, 
the former undertock to compensate those who 
had suffered prior to the Truce, while the 
latter undertook to compensate those who had 
suffered after the Iruce. The British Govern. 
ment, however,: expressly declared that it 
assumed responsibility for seeing that 
‘equitable compensation’ was paid in the 
case of the post-Truce claims. To investigate 
pre-Truce’ claims and to award compensation, 
the British Government appointed a Special 
Commission, 'and the basis of the compensa- 
tion awarded was, as far as possible, . that 
srovided for under the old Criminal and 
Malicious Injuries Acts. 

The Free State, Government, however, in 
dealing with post-Truce claims, adopted a 
wholly different standard of compensation. 
It passed an Act in: 1923 which greatly 
restricted the basis of compensation’ and 
excluded large numbers who would have had 
valid claims under the old Acts. © During‘the 
period from 1923 to 1925 frequent represef- 
tations in Parliament and in the Press were 
made: to our Government pointing out not 
merely the injustice of treating post-Truce 
differently from pre-lruce claims, - but .that 
such a situation involved a breach of the 
pledge given by our Government that it 
would see that ‘‘equitable compensation ”’ 
was paid. 

At length towards the end of 1926 the 
Government appointed a Committee, on which 
the Government and the spokesmen for the 
drish loyalists in the House of Lords were 
both represented, with Lord Dunedin as 
Chairman, to report on the nature and extent 
of the Government’s pledges to the loyalists, 
Lord Dunedin issued his report in October, 
1926, which was accepted by both parties 
represented on the.Committee. The report 
stated that the Government were pledged to 
see that equitable compensation was paid, 
that that expression implied the same basis 
of compensation as had heen provided: under 
the Criminal and Malicious Injuries Acts, and 
that post-Truce should be treated in the same 
manner as pre-Truce sufferers. The report 
added that, since much of the distress among 
loyalists in Ireland was due to the siden 
withdrawal of the. Constabulary and z.rmy 
in 1921, an even broader interpretation shuld 
be given to its pledges, and that compensa- 
tion should be paid not only to those who 
would have had a legal claim under the old 
Acts, but also to others who had suffered 
peculiar hardships owing to the withdrawal 
of all protection. 

It was further recommended in Lord 
Dunedin’s report that a special tribunal should 
be set up to investigate these claims and: to 
recommend to the Government what sums 
should in reason and in fairness be paid in 
compensation. In accerdance with this advice 
the Irish Grants Committee. was appointed 
by the Government under the chairmanship 
of Sir Alexander Wood-Renton, and for the 
past year it has been hearing and deciding 
these cases and makingrecommendations to 
the Government. It Was natprally taken for 
granted by. the Southern [Irish loyalists 
and their spokesmen that its recommendations 
would be coniplied with, but some anxiety, 
as well as acute hardship, was created by the 
fact that the Grants Committee was not per- 
mitted to disclose the amounts of its recom- 


Accordingly, on December 2ist last the 
Government were asked in the House of Lords 
whether the recommefidations would be dis- 
closed and the claims paid without delay. 
To this question the reply was that, while 
such sums as. were awarded in compensation 
would be. paid at once, the whole standard 
of compensation would be drastically reduced, 
Only awards up to £250 would be paid in 


mendations nor “to pay these sums in full. } 


full; of awards between £250 and £1,000 only 
50 per cent. would be eo = Taco . 
over £1,000 would be y 70 per cent. 

In case there should be any doubt in the 
public mind as to whether this is or is not 
a breach of faith, let it be observed that the 
Government had appointed a Committee, on 
which it was itself fully represented, under 
an impartial chairman who was an eminent 
Judge, to decide what of compen- 
sation it was morally bound to pay. On re- 
ceipt of its report it appointed a tribunal to 
recommend to it what actual sums should, 
according to the standard recommended, 
paid to individual claimants. Having done 
all that, it suddenly declares that it does not 
intend to adhere to that standard at all, but 
to substitute ong which (except in the case 
of the smallest awards) is from 50 to 70 
per cent. lower. 

This is not the most surprising part of the 
business. The Government now informs us 
that, when the Irish Grants Committee were 
appointed, it informed them that it was not 
prepared to spend a larger amount than 
£400,000 in satisfaction of those claims—a 
sum which has now been increased to £625,000. 

On this statement we desire to make certain 
observations :— 

1. That the placing of a limit upon the total 
amount. of compensation was inconsistent with the 
terms of reference to the Irish Grants Committee, 
which was instructed to advise the Government as 
to what grants “should in reason and fairness be 
made to the claimants.”” What is the object of 
advising the Government as to what is {mr com- 
pensation if that compensation is to be cut down 
by a half or two-thirds? 

2. That to appoint a Committee with such a 
reference as would lead any ordinary man to believe 
that compensation would awarded on a certain 
basis, and a year later to substitute a wholly 
different basis, has involved a crue] disa tment 
to the loyalists, many of whom are on the verge 
of bankruptcy or threatened with the loss of their 
holdings or other means of livelihood. It must 
result in upsetting many business transactions and 
in thus gravely aggravating their hardships. 

3. That the concealment of the fact that a 
definite limit had been placed upon the amount 
available for com tion is difficult to justify. 
We suggest that the decision should not have been 
confidentially communicated to the Irish Grants 
Committee, bet announced in Parliament. The 
secrecy was fair neither to the loyalists nor to the 
general public nor to Parliament. 

Ve have placed these facts before the 
ublic because it seems to us that the public 

onour is involved as well as that of the 
Government. The Irish loyalists suffered be- 
cause of their loyalty to the United Kingdom 
and for no other cause. [If the Government 
persist in their decision to reduce the com- 
pensation awarded by the Committee now 
sitting under Sir Alexander Wood-Renton, it 
will be the British people in fact who will be 
treating their Irish ‘fellow-countrymen with 
meanness and ingratitude, and who will be 
held to be guilty of a breach of faith in the 
eyes of posterity. 

The last word is with the British public, 
and we appeal to them with confidence on 
behalf of those Southern Irishmen whose only 
“fault ’’ was loyalty.—Yours, etc.,

The lecturer contrasted the system of Com- 
munism in Russia with the Italian experi- 
ment. I think, he said, the world to-day is 
to some extent divided between these two 
theories—Communism on the one side, and on 
the other Fascism. That may be the conflict 
of the future. But there is a curious similarity ' 


between the Soviet system and the Fascist 
system. There is one enormous difference. 
Italy does believe in capital, and does not 
believe in the absolute equality of human 
nature. But in both countries there is no 
liberty of expression of thought or speech ; 
in both countries there is an iron discipline 
and censorship; in both countries the intérest 
of the individual is subordinated to that of 
the State. It is my personal opinion that the 
Fascist system has behind it the spirit that is 
moving towards good, towards idealism of 
life and of civilisation, whereas the Soviet 
system is moving towards evil, and away from 
those ideals of civilisation: which are the 
heritage of Europe. 


ENGLAND AFTER THE WAR, 

Speaking of England after the war, Sir 
Philip said that in those pore that followed 

e did not have an 
easy’ time; the spirit of‘ revolt and’ despair 
had crept into England itself when the armies 
were demobilised and: those millions of men 
came back, and there were something like a 
million and a half men nnemployed. A great 
many of.these- men. felt-they- had not had a 
fair deal in return for their services. 

I think I may say, he said, that the 
English people gave a lead to the world 
during the time of the general strike a year 
and a half ago. I do not think there was 
any other nation in the world at that time 
that could have carried through a general 
strike without firing a single shot.

FAILURE? 


NEGATIVE VOTE AT 
BLACK ROCK, 
— 


“That Democracy is @ failure,” was the 
subject of a debate between the Blackrock 
Debating Society and the Law Students’ 
Debating Society on Saturday night at the 
Technic ‘ Institute, Blackrock. 

Mr. M. S. Orr presided. At the conclusion 
of the debate a vy he taken, and the 

ion was declared lost. 

Wee. Chace Hogan (Law Students) opened 
for the affirmative. He knew, he said, 
that it would be objected a the 
world was wing more an more 
democratic. He granted that it was so in 
appearance, but he asked where wee demo- 
ctacy reigning victorious to-day! It was 
everywhere opposed by certain fogces. Turn- 
ing to England they would find, when they 
came to . analyse -it constitutionally and 
technically, that there was hardly such a 
thing as British democracy. The national 
sovereignty did not lie with the electorate. 
Ii lay with Parliament, which could pass 
laws which were absolutely antagonistic to 
the public opinion of the moment, though, 
of course, there could be a reckoning at a 
ater stage. 

In England it could hardly “ ee re 
the e ruled. Certain ple ru in 
the ae of the people and it was hardly 
realised what power the Civil Service exer- 
cised in the State in maintaining continuity 
of policy and of administration. In the 
United States it was very difficult for the will 
of the people to express itself. A minority 
there was able to paralyse an expression of 
the national will. 


LABOUR NOT DEMOCRATIC. 


It might be said that Labour was a demo- 
cratic institution; but there was some con- 
fusion of thought “in that. 
drew many of its articles of philosophy and 
creed from sentiments which were popularly 
reputed democratic, Labour made a class, or 
sectional, appeal, and, therefore, was not 
democratic. | 

In Spain and Italy at the present, time 
Parliamentary institutions had been over- 
thrown by a minórity movement, relying on 
physical force, which had captured the r’ress 
and Parliamentary Government, and bene- 
volent dictatorship had been established. 
France, where democratic government had 
had longer control than in any other country 
in Europe, had never a Ministry which lasted 
three years. Russia had merely exchanged 
one despotism for another more ferocious ; 
and in the Balkan peninsula democracy had 
been unable to take proper care of itself and 
to justify itself. | 

In democracy there was an _ ipherent 
incapacity for government. Most of the 
people would not educate themselves for 

vernment, and left their business to carpet- 

aggers. He would regret to see Demo- 
cracy overthrown, but they must recognise 
that it had shown such defects that it had 


failed of the hopes held out at the period. 


of the French Revolution. 
IN DEFENCE OF DEMOCRACY. 


Mr. Joyce (Blackrock Society), who spoke 
in the negative, said that, no matter how 
public opinion was governed, still it was 
expressed by the people. It might be bad, 
or the worst possible opinion, but still it 
was the will of the people. In England before 
democratic government the King was practi- 
cally a despot. He could tax his subjects 
as he liked and declare war when he liked. 
He had courts of justice, apart from the 
national courte, where a person could be im- 
prisoned as long as the King liked. There 
was a great struggle between the King and 
Parliament, as the result of which Parlia- 
ment got control of taxation, of the declar- 
ing of war, and also of the courts 
of justice in such a way that they 
became real courts of. justice. Such 
things as the Star Chamber and 
absolutely illegal courts disappeared. That 
showed that democracy has, to a great 
extent, succeeded. Liberty and equality were 
what democracy set out to achieve, and these 
had been achieved. There was no absolute 
liberty and absolute equality, because 
democracy set out with the idea of obtaining 
a reasonable modicum of liberty and equality. 
Though there was a dictator in Italy, yet he 
did not think that’ Mussolini was a minority 
Government. “ When he was in Italy he came 
to the conclusion that every. single person 
wae behind Mussolini. “In Florence, when 
some poor, unfortunate fellow assassinated 
the Chief of Police, he weer that every- 
body in Florence had turned out to chase 
him, and he was stoned to death in the 
principal square of the city.’ It seemed to 
him to prove that Mussolini was supported 
by. all the neople. The referendum appeared 
to him to be one very good method of avoid- 
ing the evils, which appeared to be inevit- 
able in modern democracy. 


CAUSE OF THE IRISH FAMINE. 


Mr. O’Mahony (Law Student) said that 
the Reform Act of 1832 was, undoubtedly, 
a cause of the famine of 1847. It was the 
result, of the action of Daniel O'Connell, who 
had deprived the  forty-shillin holders 
of their votes, with the effect that 
Parliamentarians had no interest in people 
without votes. Democracy had proved itself 
impossible under modern conditions. What 
was wanted was a civil service of highly- 
cultured, efficient persons who would give 
them government for the people and by the 
people, but that would be an oligarchy. 

Mr. O'Keeffe (Blackrock Society) said that 
this was an age of democracy in which they 
had to a large extent—not absolutely—govern- 
ment of the people, for the people, and by 
the peopie in a great many countries, and 
that form of government had .not proved a 
failure. The objective of government was 
to make the governed happy, and he put 
it. to them’ whether humanity, as a whole, 
was happier to-day in this age of democracy 
than it was in thecdays of autocracy. He 
was satisfied that it was. There was less 
corruption in public life to-day than ‘there 
was 100 to hoo years ago. Politically, 
humanity .had more liberty; slavery was 
nearly abolished; economic slavery was very 
much less than ever it was.

THE COMING MUNICIPAL 
ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., addressed two 
meetings at the Town Hall, Limerick, on 
Saturday last. The principal business ap- 
parently was the strengthening of the Fianna 
Fail organisation in view of the forthcoming 
municipal elections and the possibility of .an 
election in the Dail. :

DECAY OF LANGUAGE,

From Qur Own CORRESPONDENT, 
DROGHEDA, Sat urday, 

Interesting views were expressed at a ineet. 
ing here to-day, under the auspices of the 
Gaelic» League and Gaelic Athletic Associa. 
tion, to bring about a fusion of these bodies 
for the promotion of Irish-lreland ‘interests. 

Mr. P. McCann, M.A., speaking on behalf 
of the Drogheda Gaelic League, said that he 
thought ‘that in a matter of that kind they 
should be as frank as possible with they. 
selves, their fellow-members and the country 
generally. During the nineteenth century úr. 
doubtediy the people of Ireland made much 
progress, socially and politically, but, in spite 
of that, he was afraid that as a nation we werg 
dying and decaying, and, in his opinion, the 
one and only reason for that was the 
decay of the national language. — The 
nationality of a people could mean not| ing 
more than a community of race, customs, 
traditions, language, and ideals, and hg 
thought that the words “ culture ” and 
‘* civilisation ” could be summed up in thexe 
words. There was no reason why they should 
boast of being a nation unless they had a 
civilisation and culture me from others, 


and which had certain characteristics. that, ' 


would distinguish it, from the culture ‘of 
other nations. By “culture” he meant a 
great deal more than books and reading; ha 
meant the habits and character of a people, 
their outlook on life, and the general atmos. 
phere prevailing in a country, which wag 
very much reflected in what they might cail 
the intellectual level of a nation. 

They had very earnest men who werg 
very much _ concerned íor the pre. 
servation of the traditions of the country, 
and others who were concerned for the his. 
toric morality and the morals of the country, 

eople who were getting very much afraid 
for the future of this country. Above all, 
they found very earnest men proposing cer. 
tain newspapers and books circulating in the 
country should be either prohibited com. 

letely from coming into the cuontry, or 
oe Í taxed. The reason was that they 
believed that the matter contained in these 
papers was such that, in the end, if it was 
read and digested by the Irish people, un 
doubtedly their traditions and their morality 
would suffer and suffer very severely, 
This was a ver serious state 
of affairs, but, strictly, there was one reason 
for it, as the Professor of Irish in Trinit, 
College stated recently in a_ well-known 
quarterly review—that state of affairs could 
never have arisen if they had stuck to the 
Irish language. If they had their ow, 
language, read their own books; if the vast 
majority of the people did their reading and 
thinking in the Irish language; if the in- 
tellectual. life of the country was conducted 
in that language, undoubtedly there would 
be no danger in books or papers from other 


countries. 
THE NEWSPAPERS. 

They were not faced with danger from 
France or Germany or Holland, but from the 
countries that spoke the same language 
as they did, the English language. 
He did not believe that the mere 
prohibition of the circulation of 
certain books and papers in this country 
would cure the evil. It could not cure the 
evil, because a nation could not be on tip- 
toes all the time nouns out evil literature. 

Continuing, Mr. ann said that they 
complained of the quality of some of their 
papers, and were inclined to blame the 
people in Dublin, who wrote them on the 
great business men who founded them, but 
they should not blame them, because a news- 
paper, especially if it made an appeal to a 
very large number of people, could not 
reach above the intellectual level of the 
people amongst whom it circulated. if 
their intellectual level was high, the quality 
of their national newspapers would be high 
and vice versa. 

They had no future except the Irish 
language was revived. They had no culture; 
they were worse than the English, because 
there was a decent English culture of which 
they knew nothing, and of which they wo 
never know anything because they could no’ 
assimilate it. Until the Irish language was 
revived, and until they drank from the well 
of Irish tradition, he did not see that the 
intellectual level of this country could be 
raised, or that they could do very much in 


the matter of pastimes and games, or de- 
moralising dances and all the rest. 


That 
was not a very optimistic gospel, but he 


believed that it was a gospel of truth.

“CYNICAL” PROPOSALS 
BY REPUBLICANS.

The following report was printed, on page 
8 of our secoud edition on Saturday last :—_ 
In a letter to Messrs. 8S. Lemass and G.

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‘THE TOWN TENANTS 


COMMISSION. 


EVIDENCE FROM CO. 
MAYO, 


——-——— 


Evidence on behalf of the National Or- 
ganisation of Town Tenants, which caters for 
the tow1 tenants of Ballyhaunis. Castlereagh, 
Kilkelly, Tuam, Westport, Ballina, Clare- 
morris, and Swinford, was given at Satur- 
day’s sitting of the Town Tenants Commis- 
sion in Dublin by Mr. Michael A. Carney, of 
Kiltimagh; Mr. Russell McWilliam, solici- 
tor, Monaghan, tendered evidence as to the 
existence and nature of restrictive covenants 
in long leases and fee-farm grants, their 
operation as to restricting the development 
and sale of their property by urban owners 
and tenants, and certain anomalies and in- 
justices caused ey such covenants. 

CONDITIONS IN THE WEST. 

Mr. Carney, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the National Organisation, said 
that the conditions in the West of Ireland 
were different from those in other parts of 
Ireland. He said that in the town of Clare- 
morris for about fifty tenants there were 
about twenty landlords. That fairly repre- 
sented the conditions in the West generally. 
The demand for fixity of tenure was general 
and the tenants were quite prepared to pay a 
rent settled by a court as fair between the 
landlord and tenant. If there was a tribunal 
to fix fair rents it would, he thought, meet 
the majority of cases. 

The trading community were unanimous in 
requesting that structural alterations by 
tenants be permitted to suit the development 
of business where such alterations added to 
the value of the premises, and where altera- 
tions were carried out by the tenant, such 
tenant should have power to claim compensa- 
tion irom the landlord on leaving the 
premises, or alternatively sell his interest to 
the incoming tenant. They thought that the 
Structural Alterations Clause of the 1906 Act 
Should be made applicable to all tenants. 
The trading community demanded compensa- 
tion for loss of goodwill which was created 
by the energy of the tenant alone. and to 
which the landlord did not contribute. 

FIXITY OF TENURE. 

To illustrate the necessity for fixity of 
tenure, the witness referred to a tenant who 
had been in occupation of a house for 39 
years, during which the landlord did not 
spend a penny on its upkeep, everything 
being done by the tenant. Two years ago 
the landlord sued for possession, and the 
tenant was only saved from eviction by the 
Rent Restriction Act, which was only a 
temporary measure. What would happen 
this tenant a year hence if fixity of tenure 
was not granted in the meantime? 

Che witness further submitted that the in. 
crease by 20 per cent. in standard rent per- 
mitted by the 1927 Act was tco high in 
Niew of the decline of value in all markets. 
The shortage of houses in the district was 
due to the fact that prices demanded for 
sites were prohibitive. To remedy this he 
suggested that rates should he fixed on these 
sites in proportion to the valuation placed 
on the plots by the respective landlords. or 
power should be given to landlords to build 
within a specified time, or hand them over 
vw — valuation to anybody desiring 

As an instance of the hardships on tenants 
which had come under his notice he said that 
the tenants of two one-storeyed thatched cot- 
tages, which had less than five vears of a 
lease to run, sought to buy them with a view 
to rebuilding. Although the whole property 
cost the owner only £65 originally, they were 
asked £500 for each cottage. The valuation 
of the two cottages was £2 5s. Od. 

RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS. 

Mr. MeWilliam, giving evidence, said that 
the operation of the restrictive covenants in 
long leases and fee-farm mants restricted the 
development and sale of their property by 
urban owners. The Shannon scheme. petrol 
transport, etc., were likely in a few vears to 
bring ahout an awakening of industry and 
trade. If t'e law of leases and letting of 
houses and building property was not. re- 
formed the hoped-for development míght be 
arrested, or an undue portion of the benefits 
that might be expected might go to men who 
had done nothing and risked nothing to gain 
them. 

Mr. Justice Meredith (Chairman) presided, 
and the other members of the Commission 
present were:—Messrs. J. J. Murphy (Chair- 
man of the Electricity Board). T. J. Byrne. 
F.R.LA.L, and Mr. J. B. Hughes (Secre-

CHARGES AGAINST LABOURER 

Joseph Chapman, tarmer. Lower Calary. Co. 
Wicklow, was the victim of an attack with an 
axe, wielded by a man who broke into his 
house. 

At a special court in Bray last Saturday 
Superintendent. Casserley, Civie Guard, 
charged Luke Walker (26), labourer. with 
breaking into Mr. Chapman’s house and steal 
ing bacon and flour, and also with assaulting 
Mr. Chapman with a double-edged axe. Mr. 
Chapman was struck on the head and the 
right forearm, which was fractured. 

Superintendent Casserley said that Walker 
made a statement to the effect that he made 
a lantern with a candle in a tin, broke a 
window, got into the house, took some flour, 
went in search of money and was cutting a 
side of bacon when the candle went out. He 
then heard footsteps, and, seizing an axe, ran 
towards the door and struck out, hitting 
Chapman on the head and arm. He then ran 
out of the house. dropping the axe.
